be distributed to the towns, cities and villages, within or through
which the business of such company was carried on and operated
in proportion, as near as may be, to the property located and
business transacted within each such town, city and village;

transacted, receipts derived from current delivered at wholec-
sale to another utility shall not be taken into consideration in
determining such proportion.
